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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
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Section 1. Title. 
This Ordinance shall be known as the “Palm Beach County Youth 
Court Fund Ordinance”. 


Section 2. Assessments Imposed.

A. A Youth Court Fund shall be established. The Couren 


shall assess court costs of $3.00 against every person who pleads 


guilty or nolo contendere to, or eee OL, regardless of 
adjudication, a violation of a state criminal statute or a 
municipal or county ordinance or who pays a fine or civil penalty 
for any violation of Chapter 316, Florida: Statutes. “Any eee 
whose adjudication is witheld pursuant to Section 318.1449) or 
(10), Florida Statutes, shall also be assessed such costs. 

B. The $3.00 assessment for court costs shall be assessed 
in-addition:to any £ine, civil’ penalty,- or other court cost and 
shall not be deducted from the proceeds of that portion of any 
fine or civil penalty which is received by a municipality in the 
county or by the county in accordance with Sections 316.660 and 
318.21, Florida Statutes. 

B The $3.00 assessment shall specifically be added to any 
CIiVilspenaity -pard Tor -“a~.Violacion~ of Chapter “316; Florida 
Statutes, whether such penalty is paid by mail, paid in person 
without request for a. hearing, or paid after hearing and 
determination by the court. However, the $3.00 assessment shall 
not be made against a person for a violation of any state 
statutes, county ordinance or municipal ordinance relating to the 
parking of vehicles, with the exception of a violation of the 
handicapped parking laws. 

Dz The Clerk of the Court shall collect and deposit the 
assessments collected pursuant to this Ordinance i an appropriate 
designated account, for disbursement to the Youth Court (Teen 
Court) “montaly. 

E. The Clerk of the Court shall withhold 5 percent of the 


assessments each court collects pursuant to this Ordinance for the 


costs of administering the collection of assessments under this | 


Ordinance. 
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Section 3. Use of Funds. 


All funds collected pursuant to this Ordinance shall be used | 


exclusively for the purpose of funding and maintaining the Youth | 


Court (Teen Court). Any other funds obtained for. the 


implementation or operation of the Youth Court (Teen Court) may | 


be deposited into the designated account for disbursement to the 
Youth Court (Teen Court) monthly. | 

Section 4. Accounting of Funds 

The Administrative Offices of the Court shall have oversight 
responsibility and accountability of the funds collected Sue anant 
to this Ordinance. The Youth Court (Teen Court) shall account for 
all funds that have been deposited into the designated account by 
August 1 annually in a written report to the Administrative 
OfTicEes” OL :the ‘Court. 

Section 5. Repeal of Laws in Conflict: 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions 
of this Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
Cone li Cu. 

Section 6. Severability: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 7. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 


changed to "section", "article", or other appropriate word. 
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Section 8. Effective Date: 





The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon 


filing with the Department of State.
